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SOME Obfervations upon the Winter-Cold 
in 1709. extratled from the Hiiory of 
the Royal Academy of Sciences for that 
Tear, lately publifh'd at Paris. 


: Tis a furprifing thing , that a Seah Wind thould 
have blowa for many Days at Panis in the Year 
1709. when the Cold was fo fevere and fo extraordinary. 


In order to account for it, M. de le Hire faid , that the 


Mountains of Auvergne, lying Sewth with refpe& to Pa- 
ris, were full of Snow: And M. Homberg added, That 4 
very cold North-Wind, which came ion a remote Place, 
and reached a great way off, having blown before ; the 
South-Wind was only a Reflux of the fame Air driven b 
the Norzb-Wind, and heated no where. It may very well 
be, that chofe Two Caufes met together, 

In the fame Winter, the Ice in the Port of Copenbagen 
was twenty feven Inches thick in thofe very Places where 
it was not heap’d up. Which is the more remarkable; 
becaufe during the great Froft of the Year 1683. the 
Royal Society having caufed the Thicknel§ of the Ice to be 
meafur'd in theThamies, when they went oVer it in a Coach, 
it appear'd to be only of Eleven Inches.

HAT we call Crabs-eyes are {mall Stones, white, 

round , and generally flat: They go by that 

Name, becaufe they are taken from the Fith fo call d ; 
and becaufe tho’ they be not very like Eyes, yet they re- 


femble them more than any other Part. 
3 It appears from M. Geoffrey's Obfervations, that thofe

Stones are not formed in the Brain of that Fith, as tht 
mo Learned Naturalifts believed , but in the Stomach. - 
as Van Helment found it out firft. r 

Thofe Stones are only to be found in Cray-fih, when 
they mew, which happens every Year in Fuly. Then they 
caft their Shell, and the Membrane, that covers the In- 
fide, growing hard by degrees, becomes a new Shel}. 

Their old Stomach vanifbes away , and likewife their 
Enteftin ; at leaft M. Geoffroy is apt to think fo ; and the 
outward Membranes of thofe i/cera fucceed them. 

They are weak and lingring , and eat nothing whilft 
they are mewing. 

What is very remarkable, is, that the old Stomach is 
digefted by the new one, and ferves them for Food when 
they mew. 

M. Geoffrey believes,that the Stones to be found in Cray. 
fith, make Part of their Food, when they areSick. The 
Reafon he gives for it, is, that thofe Stones grow contic 
nually leffer, till they wholly vanith away.

The fecond Sunday after theEpipbany, in the Year 1703. 
Effrid, Daughter of Effer Fon , the Maid mention’d in the 
Title of this Account, was overwhelmed with Grief,and 
fhed a Flood of Tears at Church , when fhe heard the 
Minifter ( M. Fobn Fohanneus ) difcourfe about the Crofs 
and Sufferings of Jefus Chrift. The next Day fhe went 
with her Mafter , who carried Corn to the Market. , Be- 
ing upon the Road, fhe felt a Pain in all her Limbs, -and 
{weated, though the Weather was extremely cold, and 
had much a-do to go home. Her Illnefs encreafed more 
and more by a daily running of Blood through the Mouth 
and the Nofe. She took nothing but a little Milk-and 
Whey about the Space of a Year; and fince that eime 
fhe eat nothing at alf. In the fame Year. ( 1703. ) about 
Eafter, her Parents having refolved to go. to a Conjurer, 
without her Knowledge , the Figure of a Child of Four 
Years of Age appeared by her Bedside, bidding her not 
to comply with the Defign of her Parents., and affuring 
her that God would be her Phyfician and Comforter. 

This Apparition, which lafted Two Hours, was at- 
tended with another on the fame Day. She faw in the 
Evening a Brightnefs, like # beautiful Morning Star %. She 
has feen it ever fince : It thines in her Chamber every 
Day from Sun-fetting till Sun-rifing. When the is very 
much caft down,there appears in that Brightnefs a kind of 
Face, which looking upon her, gives her great Eafe and 
Comfort. That Brighenefs fills the whole Room with 
Light ; but no body elfe perceives it, Every Body is in 
the dark, whilft fhe fees the Star. To know the Truth 
of it, thofe that are in che Room, take a Piece of Mone 
in one Hand, and another in the other ; which fhe plainly 
diftinguifbes , tells exattly what it is, and never miffes, At 
firit fhe faw the Star in the Cieling of the Room ; but ic 
is come down fince lower and lower, and appears now in 
her. Bed. 

About Midfummer in the fame Year (1793) fhe began 
to fwoon away , or fall into Extafies ; which happens 
Eight or Ten times in an Hour: Each Extafy lafts at moft 
two Minutes and a half at a time. When the awakes,

Eftrid is a Maid “* of a delicate Countenance,brownith, 
“ her Body white and beautiful, can ftir ber Arms which 
“way fhe — » but has no Ufe of the reft of her 
“* Limbs. Her Stomach lies clofe to her Back, fince fhe 
* ufes no Food. She has no Strength in her Back, but 
“ muft be kept upright with a String, upon which fhe 
“ hangs with her Breaft, If the fame String happens to 
* be loofen’d at any time, fhe then immediately fils for. 
‘* ward upon her Face, which gives her fometimes a lit. 
** tle Eafe. If afterwards fhe is fet up again, it cracks in 
“* the Back-bone, which alfo happens fometimes when 
“* fhe hangs upright. Her Legs and Thighs are contra&. 
“ed under her Backfide. She feels no Change of Cold 
“ or Heat, let it be never fo great and vehement. 

That Maid was Twenty five Years of Age in Septems 
ber 1707. when the Minifter of her Parifh deliver'd 
the Certificate mention’d in this: Account. He 
fays, “* Thac tho” for the Space of Three Years 
“ and a half, fhe has not ufed fo much Meat or Drink, 
“ as would for once feed a little Child ; her Body and
